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2,500-home 

plan: Views

THERE is another chance 
for residents to have their 
say on a controversial 2,500- 
home development. 

A new consultation has 
opened on the Great Wilsey 
Park development in north¬ 
east Haverhill after changes 
were made to the original 
planning application. 

The development would 
see up to 2,500 homes, two 
local centres and a country 
park created. 

Developers Hallam Land 
Management have made 
changes to the original 
plans, including introduc¬ 
ing a right of way, more

trees, and a woodland trail 
on the Kedington side of the 
site. 

Kevin Betts, of the Keding¬ 
ton Action Group, which has 
spoken out against the de¬ 
velopment, welcomed the 
changes, saying the group 
had actively campaigned for 
them. But he added, ahead 
of an action group meet¬ 
ing tonight: “Our view is 
still that it’s an unsustain¬ 
able, badly planned, badly 
thought out development.” 

Concerns have been 
raised by Haverhill coun¬ 
ty councillor Julian Flood 
about the impact on traffic. 


A relief road is set to be 
created, but up to 1,000 
homes could be built before 
its completion. Changes 
are proposed to junctions 
including the Cangle Junc¬ 
tion on Withersfield Road to 
cope with increased traffic. 

Cllr Flood said people 
could be left “sitting for 
hours” at the junction. 

The masterplan for the de¬ 
velopment was approved by 
St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council in September, but it 
has not yet received outline 
planning permission. 

No representative for the 
developers was available for 
comment. 

The new consultation 
runs until June 17. Visit

THE drawings of a planned 
new development of 50 re¬ 
tirement flats in Haverhill 
have been released. 

Churchill Retirement Liv¬ 
ing wants to build the flats 
on a site opposite Haver¬ 
hill Recreation Ground in 
Camps Road. 

Planning documents de¬ 
scribes the buildings as hav¬ 
ing “well-balanced, elegant 
yet uncomplicated facades 
with subtle detailing”. 

The site, which would 
consist of one and two-bed- 
room homes, would have a 
lodge manager on duty and 
an emergency call system 
24 hours a day for residents. 
There would also be a com¬ 
munal lounge and land¬ 
scaping outside the build¬ 
ings. Parking spaces would 
be also provided. 

The new site is next to 
Place Farm Primary Acade- 
ny and Place Court Care 
home, as well as the site of 
Haverhill’s former magis¬ 
trates court. 

The magistrates’ court 
building, which for a long 
time was set to be bought by 
the town council and turned 
into a youth hub, could be 
demolished for redevelop¬ 


ment in the future. This 
could mean an expansion of 
the Churchill site. 

The developers’ design 
statement said: “Although 
the proposed building is 
slightly larger than the ex¬ 
isting building on site, it 
will make a positive contri¬ 
bution to the surrounding 
area through the removal 
of a redundant build that is 
currently not utilised to be 
replaced with a quality de¬ 
velopment with considered 
design, maintained land¬ 
scaping, and an optimised 
layout.” 

A period of consultation 
closed in March and a plan¬ 
ning application has now 


been submitted to St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil. 

The council’s planning 
committee must now review 
the application and decide 
whether to grant planning 
permission. The developers 
are hoping that a decision 
will be made on the applica¬ 
tion by the end of August. 

If planning permission 
is granted, the first owners 
would be able to move into 
their flats in the summer 
next year.

Vote means research park may stay outside town boundaries 


HAVERHILL Research Park could 
remain outside town boundaries if 
new council recommendations go 
ahead. 

The boundaries of Haverhill 
are being reviewed as part of St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council's 


community governance review. 

At a meeting last week of the 
borough council's sustainable 
development working party, 
councillors looked at changing the 
boundaries of the town so that they 
covered the proposed Great Wilsey 


Park development in the north-east 
of the town, and Haverhill Research 
Park and the Spirit of Enterprise 
roundabout in the west. 

Councillors in the working party 
agreed to make recommendations 
to change the boundary where 


the north-east development is 
set to be built, but voted against 
recommending a change in the 
boundary around the research 
park, meaning it could remain in 
Withersfield. The proposals must 
now be discussed by the full council. 


Historic 
cottage up 
for sale 

A HISTORIC cottage which 
was saved from possible 
demolition by a planning 
inspector's decision has 
been put up for sale. 

Flint Cottage in Haverhill's 
Bumpstead Road is being 
sold by Haverhill-based 
Samuel's estate agents for 
around £450,000. 

The three-bedroom 
house, which has stood 
in Haverhill for almost 
200 years, was the subject 
of a prolonged planning 
dispute after owner 
Kenneth Dobinson put 
in an application to build 
flats on the site. This could 
have resulted in the cottage 
being demolished, which 
was objected to by local 
campaigners. A planning 
inspector decided to reject 
the application in April.

CELEBRATE the Queen's birthday 
this weekend with a tea party in 
a Haverhill churchyard. 

Tea and a limited supply of 
free cakes will be on offer at the 
celebration at St Mary's from 
2.30pm to 5.30pm on Sunday. 

The event, which has been 
co-ordinated by Haverhill 
Town Council, will also feature 
entertainment including magic 
and storytelling. 

Partygoers will have the 
opportunity to take part in a 
project which will aim to take 
portrait photographs of Haverhill 
residents born in every year of 
the Queen's life from 1926 to 
the present. 

The town council's arts and 
leisure manager Nick Keeble 
said: "The plan is to have a 
family-friendly event to celebrate 
the Queen's 90th birthday. As 
well as providing fun and free 
cakes, we are looking to take 
photographs of 90 Haverhill 
residents which will form part of 
a historical project." 

Funding for the tea party has 
come from the locality budgets 
of Haverhill councillors Tony 
Brown and John Burns. 

The tea party is part of a 
programme of summer events 
for the town, including an Armed 
Forces Day celebration.

Charity bid to 
update system

A CHARITY is aiming to raise 
thousands of pounds for 
a high-tech system which 
would allow staff to visit 
residents and open satellite 
centres. 

REACH Community Pro¬ 
jects, which has a resource 
centre in Haverhill’s Leiston 
Road, helps residents with 
poverty-related problems. Its 
services range from provid¬ 
ing debt counselling to run¬ 
ning the town’s food bank 
and furniture banks. 

Now the charity is fun¬ 
draising for a new cloud- 
based computer system to 
enable REACH staff to work 
online while out and about. 

Henry Wilson, projects 
director at REACH, said: “It 
increases our ability to do 
more home visits and to be 
able to go out into the com¬ 
munity - what has been 
mentioned to us is doing 
something in Linton.” 

He said that in the past 
when REACH had tried to 
run satellite centres, the sys-

tern could be exploited by 
people who would pick up 
food parcels from both the 
satellite centre and the re¬ 
source centre. 

With the new system, 
which could be up and run¬ 
ning as soon as April next 
year, a satellite centre would 
be connected to REACH’S 
central computer system 
enabling updates instanta¬ 
neously, meaning exploita¬ 


tion of the system would no 
longer be possible. 

Although REACH already 
does some home visits, the 
new system would mean 
that they become easier for 
staff to perform, and satel¬ 
lite centres would become a 
possibility again. This could 
be in other parts of Haver¬ 
hill, such as the Chalkstone 
Estate, as well as surround¬ 
ing villages. 

Mr Wilson is undertak¬ 
ing a number of sponsored 
swims and a triathlon this 
summer in a bid to raise the 
£2,000 to £3,000 which is 
needed to get the system up 
and running by the next fi¬ 
nancial year. The swimming 
events include the Great East 
Swim and the Mill to Mill 
swim up the Stour. He said 
other members of the char¬ 
ity’s staff were also raising 
money.

JONATHAN van Niekerk, who runs Technics 
Motors in Haverhill's Homefields Road: "The 
EU has made it very difficult for the motor 
trade. Look what they have done to the diesel 
engines - it's referendum^ in the EU that have 
made all these emission requirements. 

"They created the euro6 emission 
requirements, which was basically fresh air 
coming out of the exhaust. As a mechanic you 
struggle to repair these things because in order 
to meet these standards they have to put all 
these other things on your car. 

"The whole kaboodle has never benefited us. 

If there were grants and benefits to help small 
businesses, I've never had anything come my 
way in all my years of trading." 



PAUL Donno, who runs Haverhill firm 1 
Accounts Online: "As a local accountant...I 
cannot see any reason to exit the EU. We 
have many clients that trade with the EU 
and have employees and business owners 
that operate from and across the EU and 
this needs to remain for a strong and 
vibrant economy in my opinion. 

"As I understand, even if we exit the EU 
we will still effectively be subject to EU 
law across the countries that we trade with 
and we will have no way to influence any 
EU decisions that can and will affect us in 
business and personal life.

Roach: "My heart says 'out' 
and my head says 'in'. We 
have been bombarded with 
so much information that is 
either wrong or slanted.... 
"Friends in business in the 
US suggest that some of 
their companies based here 
as a European foothold may 
have to move. That may or 
may not be true, but it may 
happen. Equally, companies 
in the EU are not going to 
cease trading with us just 
because we leave. 

"In an ever-decreasing 
world, countries have to 
collaborate in one form or 
another to succeed. We see 
various groupings around 



the globe where countries 
tie themselves together to 
be a stronger player in the 
market place.... 

"I am concerned that we 
do not have enough 
democratic control over the 
EU, but we can't change that 


from the outside! 

"On immigration I think that 
this is a worry but we have 
always had immigration 
and emigration. In the 
50s we had immigration 
from the Caribbean then, 
in the 70s, Africa from our 
former colonies and then, 
when we ceased allowing 
Commonwealth citizens the 
ability to gain UK passports, 
there was a large influx to 
beat that deadline. Large 
numbers left this country to 
go to Australia, New Zealand 
and Canada, and, of course, 
a lot of us now live in the 
warmer parts of Europe. So, 
on balance, immigration is a 
bit of a scare tactic."

MORE than 350 letters of objection 
have been sent about proposals for 
95 village homes. 

The scheme, by Gladman Devel¬ 
opments, would bring around 300 
new residents into Steeple Bump- 
stead, near Haverhill, which cur¬ 
rently has a population of 1,700. 

Around 360 letters of objection 
have been sent to Braintree District 
Council from residents of Steeple 
Bumpstead and surrounding vil¬ 
lages, as well as the parish councils 
of Steeple Bumpstead and Helions 
Bumpstead. 

Objectors fear such a large in¬ 
crease in population would put 
pressure on the village GP surgery, 
overcrowd Stanley Drapkin Primary 
School and clog up roads in the 
area. 

Ian MacKenzie, chair of cam¬ 
paign group Hands Off Steeple 
Bumpstead, told the News : “We 
have worked very hard to get as 
many members of the public in 
Steeple Bumpstead as possible in¬ 
volved in the planning process. 


“We have had wonderful sup¬ 
port from the public. It really does 
express the real concern about this 
development.” 

He said as well as the issues that 
would come with increased de¬ 
mand for services, campaigners 
were concerned about the privacy 
of existing residents who live near 


the proposed development site. 

A decision on the plans is due 
on July 8, and Mr MacKenzie said 
the group would continue its cam¬ 
paign, making submissions to the 
district council and scrutinising 
planning documents. 

Hands Off Steeple Bumpstead 
has invited council planning offic¬ 


ers to view the site. 

Mr MacKenzie said: “We are not 
resting on our laurels.” 

Although the group was not 
against development in the village, 
it viewed this particular plan as 
“unsustainable”, he added 
Gladman Developments de¬ 
clined to comment.

Films show last train 
and flooding in 1960s

TWO films available online give a 
glimpse into Haverhill’s past. 

Footage of the last train to leave 
Haverhill Station before it was 
closed in 1961 and a severe flood 
that hit the town in 1968 have been 
released by the British Film Insti¬ 
tute (BFI). 

The films, held by the East An¬ 
glian Film Archive, are available 
on the BFI Player, the institute’s 
searchable archive of film from 
across the country. 

The release of the footage is part 
of the BFI’s Britain on film project, 
which aims to unlock the film her¬ 
itage of the nation. 

A three-minute film of the 
Haverhill Flood of 1968 was one of 
750 “rural life” films released last 
week. 

It shows residents waist-deep 
in water in the town’s Withersfield 
Road and Lower Downs Slade, with 
some leaning out of the window 
of the Woolpack pub to look at the 
flooding. 

Chair of the Haverhill and Dis¬ 
trict Local History Society, Roy Bra¬ 
zier remembers the flood. 

He said: “Some people were 
waist-deep along the Withersfield 
Road. It reached just outside the

Co-Op building which is now Pea¬ 
cocks.” 

The flood happened when three 
inches of rain fell in 24 hours, caus¬ 
ing the Stour Brook to burst its 
banks. 

The 20-minute film “Any more 
for Birdbrook?”, which is also fea¬ 
tured in the archive, sees film¬ 
maker Chib Thorp take a ride on 
the last train to travel on the Colne 
Valley and Halstead Railway line - 
which stopped at Haverhill Station. 

The station was closed in 1961. 

Mr Brazier said: “I was there 
at the station when the last train 
went. It was packed full. 

“Lots of them got on, went on 
the train to Sturmer, and got their 
wives to pick them up, so they 
could say they’d been on the last 
train.” 

But he added that when he com¬ 
muted by rail in the late 1950s 
there could be as few as seven or 
eight people on a train.

‘Why we should change 
law on assisted suicide’ 


Every fortnight, a British person with an incurable illness travels to Switzerland to end their life at Dignitas. 
Emma Higginbotham meets Penny Hall, who accompanied her father on his final journey.

// I 'M sorry - sometimes I can be very 
I matter of fact about it," says Penny 
I Hall, wiping away a tear. "But I 
want to tell the story, because I really 
believe the law has to change. I know my 
dad would want me to as well ..." 

It's been 18 months since Penny 
booked a return ticket for herself, and a 
one-way ticket for her father, Ron Hall, to 
Switzerland, where the 78-year-old had 
chosen to die at Dignitas. But even now, 
her eyes glisten as she talks about her 
much-loved dad. 

"There's this huge sense of loss, because 
he was a very important part of our lives. 
But because he was so happy, so relieved 
and so clear about his decision, it really 
helps," she says quietly. "He had no fear. 
No fear whatsoever." 

Originally from North Wales, Ron, a 
former schoolteacher, moved with his wife 
to Cambridge 20 years ago to be near 
Penny and her children, Sam and Nina, 
now both 24. "He was very vibrant, very 
engaged. He just loved life," says Penny. 

"I home-educated my children, and my 
dad was very involved with that. He was a 
born teacher." 

Ron was a familiar face around the 
city, too. As 'The Alchemist', he'd don 
historical clothes and take part in re¬ 
enactments at the likes of Stourbridge Fair: 
"He loved doing things like that, dressing 
up and talking to people." 

But everything changed in 2013 when 
Ron was diagnosed with Alzheimer's 
disease. The most common form of 
dementia, Alzheimer's causes the brain 
to become increasingly damaged, leading 
to devastating mental and physical 
deterioration. 

"Bit by bit the things he loved to do, 
the things that made life worth living for 
him, he couldn't do any more," recalls 
Penny, a 55-year-old voluntary worker. 

"He stopped being able to drive, and then 
cycle; then he couldn't read any more. 

He couldn't dress himself; he couldn't 
physically look after himself. He struggled 
with walking and just shuffled. 

"But quite cruelly, his mind was still very 
rational," she adds. "He was forgetful, 
but he was always able to have rational 
conversations. So he could see exactly 
what was happening to him - and he 
knew exactly where it was going." 

Initially, Ron was put on a dementia 
drug which worked "really amazingly" 
for a few months, "and then when that 
started tailing off, he decided he wanted 
to go to Dignitas. 

"And from the moment he made that 
decision, it was like this massive sense of 
relief. He just became happy. I can't tell 
you what a difference it made to him - it 
was a release from what he was going 
through." 

Penny first heard the news from her 
mum, "and I can remember going to see 
him after she told me. We both just cried. 
Of course I was really sad, but I totally 
understood: it was such a mixture of grief 
and relief for him." 

Assisted suicide - helping someone 
to die - is illegal in the UK but, as Swiss 


law doesn't prohibit it, there are several 
organisations where incurably ill people 
can end their lives. Dignitas, in Zurich, 
is one of the few which offers its services 
to those not living in Switzerland. On 
average, one British person dies there 
every fortnight. 

Ron made up his mind in early 
2014, and started on the paperwork 
immediately, "because he knew he 
wouldn't be able to go once he'd lost 
mental capacity. Dignitas are really strict 
on that," explains Penny. "There are a lot 
of hoops to jump through: he had four 
separate consultations with doctors and 
psychiatrists to confirm that he had the 
mental capacity to make that decision. 

"But he was amazing over that whole 
period. He was so calm, so certain. He 
never wavered. To begin with, every time 
I saw him I would check again: was he 
still sure? And he just got fed up of me 
checking! It was just so clearly what he 
wanted. 

"The gift of it was that over that 
summer, we knew it was our last few 
months with him, so it was really precious 
- and it meant everything was said 
between me and my dad, which I'm really 
grateful for," she adds. 

"We used to have a day a week 
together, just the two of us, and they were 
amazing times. Knowing that I was going 
to lose him, I came to fully appreciate 
what an amazing father he'd been, and I 
could say everything to him. Nothing was 
left unsaid - and I'm so glad about that." 

Once the date was set, the family were 
then able to tell other friends, "and it 
was like this massive outpouring of love. 
Letters were coming from his students 
from 40 years earlier, just appreciating 
what he'd given them in their lives. All 
the things that people say at funerals, they 
said it all to him." 

Eventually Ron flew to Switzerland with 
his wife, Penny and her children, and 
Penny's sister and her 17-year-old son, so 
they could all be by his side as he died. 

"It wasn't like I thought it would be," 
she reflects. "You read a lot about a 
'clinic', but it's not a clinic at all. It's on an 
industrial estate - they couldn't have it in 
a residential area out of sensitivity for the 
neighbours - but they've carefully planted 
the plot so when you walk in, it's like a 
little haven. 

"There's a pond and lots of greenery, 
and inside it's like a living room, with a 
sofa and table and a bed. And the people 
who support you through it are really 
warm and compassionate, and gave us a 
lot of space." 

Lying on the bed, Ron began by taking 
an anti-emetic to stop him being sick, 
followed by a 20-minute wait. "We'd 
made a CD of his favourite music, so we 
put that on, and then he was just chatting 
away," recalls Penny. "We were talking 
about when he met my mum, because we 
were playing some music from that time - 
and then they came back in with the drug. 

"It was a liquid, and he drank it with no 
hesitation. He was asleep within a minute, 
and died a few minutes later. It was very

calm and peaceful - my mum describes it as 
'beautiful', and it was beautiful." 

When the family returned to Cambridge 
there was a short police investigation: assisted 
suicide is a criminal offence punishable by up 
to 14 years' imprisonment. 

"This is one of the reasons why I so strongly 
think the law should change," says Penny. "The 
police investigation happened afterwards, so 
if there had been someone pushing him to do 
it, it would be too late, wouldn't it? The law 
makes no sense! 

"If assisted suicide was legal and there were 
safeguards in place, coercion would be caught 
in advance, the person wouldn't die and it 
would all be out in the open. It would all be 
much easier for everybody." The police didn't 
press charges. 

For Penny and her family, life marches on. It's 
been particularly tough on her mum, who was 
married to Ron for nearly 60 years: "Obviously 
she's distraught, and she misses him. But for my 
mum it was the ultimate act of love. She didn't 
want to leave him, and she often cries, but she 


knew he wanted to die." 

Penny admits that she often cries too, "and I 
think about him a lot. I see him in my children 
as well: they're both teaching now, which 
would have delighted him. 

"But never have any of us thought it wasn't 
the right thing, and so far I haven't spoken to 
anyone who hasn't understood. People are 
compassionate." 

Penny has found herself increasingly 
interested in the subject, and is active in the 
right-to-die movement. 

Witnessing her father's "calm, peaceful 
and easy" death cemented her views, "and 
I find it reassuring for myself that if I ever get 
Alzheimer's, I can do that. I would definitely 
do it. Why would I want to go into that awful 
endgame? 

"It's taken away any fear that I'd had," she 
concludes, "and I'm left feeling much more 
aware of my own mortality in a positive way. 
Recognising that I'm going to die, I'm left 
thinking 'Well if I'm going to die one day, how 
amazing is it to be alive now?"' 


The freedom to say: 
Tve had enough 


DIGNITY in Dying is a national 
organisation which campaigns for a 
change in the law to make a doctor- 
assisted death available for terminally 
ill people who ask for it, if a doctor has 
said that they have six months or less 
to live. 

Although this change in the law 
wouldn’t have helped Ron, who might 
have lived for many more years, Penny 
is still a firm supporter. 

Valerie Twiss, co-ordinator of 
the Cambridge group of Dignity in 
Dying, says: “If people are suffering 
unbearably, and if things are only going 
to get worse rather than better, they 
should have a right to medical help to 
die in as painless and civilised 
way as possible. 

“People can and do commit 
suicide, but suicide attempts 
are often unsuccessful, 
painful, messy, cause 
damage to other people - 
throwing oneself in front of 
a train, for example - and 
create a great deal of work 
for the emergency services. 

It can also be very traumatic for 
people who find them. 

“This is almost the last big liberal 


campaign that British society has to 
fight,” she adds. “Over my lifetime I’ve 
seen big changes in attitudes to things 
such as divorce, abortion, and gay rights, 
but there’s still strong resistance to the 
freedom of the individual who is suffering 
unbearably to say to a doctor: ‘I’ve had 
enough - please help me to die’.” 

The Cambridge group has just over 50 
members. 

What about the danger of vulnerable 
people being coerced into suicide? “We 
have to build in lots of safeguards,” she 
acknowledges. “One is that people can 
write an ‘advance decision’ that they 
lodge with their doctor, so that if they 
reach a state when they are ill and feel 
they would like doctor assistance, 
it’s very clear that, from the 
outset, this was their view and 
no-one was pressurising them. 

“Recent polls show that 80 
per cent of the general public 
would like a law which allows 
assisted dying for terminally 
ill people with six months 
or less to live, if they really 
want it,” she concludes. “But if 
we want to change the law we’ve 
got to unite and put pressure on the 
lawmakers and our MPs.”
